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AN ACT ro IncOrRPORATE THE Rose M MANUFACTURING ComMeany.

I. Beit enacted by the Senaie and House Wresmi&s, wow mel and
silting in General Assentbly, and by the aut tg of the-same, That James
C. Yig McDonald, A. DeCaradeuc and E. J. C. Wood, and their associ-
ates and successors, are hereby made and created a body politic and cor-
porate in Law, by the name and title of theRose Mill Manufacturing Com-
pany, for the purpose of manufacturing cotton and wool, and other manu-
factures incidentally connected therewith ; and may purchase or erect all
such mills or other works as may be required to carry on such branches
of manufacture ; and they shall have power to raise by subseription, in
shares of one hundred dollars each, a capital stock of fifty thousand dol-
lars.

II. That the said corporation may purchase and hold such real estate
in South Carolina as may be required for the purposes of the said corpo-
ration, or such as they may be obliged or deem it for their interest to take,
in the settlemens of any debts due the said corporation, nnd maf dispose
of the same ; and may sue and be sued in all Courts of Law and Equity ;
may have and use a common seal, and makesuch bye-laws for their regula-
tion and government as they may see proper: Procided, They are not
inconsistent with the laws of the land. j

ITL. The government and management of all the affairs and operations
of said Company shall be vested in a Board. to consist of a President and
four Directors, to be elected annually by the stockholders from amongst
themselves, who shall be chosen at such times and places, and according
to such bye-laws as the said Company may agree on.

IV. The Board of Directors may eall in the amount of the said capital
stock, atb such periods and in such proportions as they may deem best, by
publishing in one or morz newspapers in Charleston fifteen days notice of
the amount required, and the time and place of payment : Frovided,
That the.whole amount of the said ecapital stock shall be paid in on or
before the first day of January, of the year eighteen hundred and sixty-
nine.  And an oath or affirmation thereof shall be made by the President,
Treasurer, and a majority of the Board of Directors, which shall bhe
recorded in the Secretary of State’s office, and published in two of the
Charleston newspapers. And if any stockholder shall fail to pay the
amount 1'1_1qui1'cdl,j at the fime and place designated, interest shall be
charged on the amount so ealled for until it is paid ; and upon such failure
to pay, the Board of Directors shall again publish @ demand for the pay-
ment of the sum required, and giving notice that, if the instalment called
for is not paid at the place appointed swvithin thirty days, with all interest
due thercon, all and every- payment beforo made on the stock of such
defaulting stockholder or stockholders shall be forfeited to the Company ;
and if such instalment, or the portion thereof so called for, shall not b
paid in, with interest, within thirty days after the publication of such
notice, all the money paid in on the shares of such stockhslder or stock-
holders is hereby declared forfeited to the said Company : Provided, That
in every case where such default is occasioned by the death of the stock-
holder, the legal representative or representatives of such stoekholder
may redeem such stock, at any time within one year from such default, by
paying up the principal and all interest due thercon. ¥

z}. l'i‘he stockholders of said Company shall hold certificates of their
stock, signed by the President and Secretary, which certificate shall he
assignable and transferred in such manner and form as may be directed
by the said bye-laws of said Company.

VI. The said Company may, at any time, increase its capital stock to an
amount not exceeding two hundred thousand dollars, for the purpose of
carrying on its operations, by opening subscriptions for new stock,

VIL That the capital stock shall be deemed personal esfate, and be
transferrable upon the books of the said corporation ; and no tert of the
said capital stock shall, at any time, or upon any pretence whatever, be
loaned to or divided amongst the stockholders; neither shall the capital
be withdrawn or divided among the stockholders, until all the liabilities of
the Company are lawfully paid; and no dividends shall be declared,
except from the nett earnings of the Compauy.

VIIL That each stockholder shall have one vote for each share he may
own or represent, at the election of Directors and all meetings of the
Company.

IX. That the Directors shall submit to the stockholders, semi-annually,

a written statement, under oath or aflirmation of the Treusurer of the
corporation, setting forth the amount of ecapital stock paid in, and general
assets of the Company, and also of the amount of their existing debts.
. X. The members of the said corporation shall be liable, jointly and
severally, for all debts and contracts made by the said corporation, until
the whole amount of the capital stock, which may be subsecribed, shall
have been actually paid in ; and no note or obligation given by any stock-
holder, whether secured by a pledge of his stock in said corporation or
otherwise, shall be considered as payment of any part of the capital stock,
until such notes or obligations shall have been actually paid.

XT. This Act shall be taken and deemed to be a public Act: shall be
and continue of force for the term of forty years, and shall not be so con-
strued as to confer any cxclusive privileges,

AN ACT To Esrantasn THE UNIVERSITY

Whereas, The propeyr-education of youth is
to thie State in its_present condition,
of Legislative attention : dnd
lina into an University will meet itgigreat detmand, and will foster
all the elements which have heretofore contributed to its inielléctual and
moral power, and will preserve its unity and glory: .

L. Be i, therefore, enacted by the Sencude and House of Representatives, now
met and sitting in General Assembly, and by the authorily of the same, That
the corporation heretofore created by an Act entitled “ An Act to establish
a College at Columbia,” ratified the nineteenth day of December, in the

ear of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and one, shall hereafter
Ee known by the name of-the University of South Carolina, and as suel,
shall be entitled to all the rights and be liable to all the duties conferred
or imposed upon the waid original corporation by the said Act, and all
amendments thereto, except where the same shall be modified by the pro-
visions of this Act. ;

. That the Board of Trustees of the University of South Carolina
shall, as soon as practicable after the ratification of this Act, establish
schools and provide for competent Picfessors in the following depart-
ments, to wit: First, o School of Ancient Languages and Laterature ;
second, a School of Modern Languages and Literature; third, a School
of History, Political Philosophy and Economy; fourth, a School of
Rhetoric, Criticism, Elocntion and English Language and Literature ;
fifth, a School of Mental and Moral Philosophy, Sacred Literature and
Evidences of Christianity ;: sixth, a School of Mathematics, Civil and
Military Engineering and Coustruction ; seventh, a Sehool of Natural and
Mechanieal Philosophy and Astronomy ; eighth, a School of Chemistry,
Pharmaey, Mineralogy and Geology.

III. The Board of Trustees shall take eare that one of the Professors
therein before provided for shall be a Minister of the Gospel, who shall
also be charged with the duties of Chaplain to the said T niversity, under
such regulations and with such additional salary as may be fixed by the
aaid Board.

IV. That no student shall matrienlate until he shall have attained the
age of fifteen years, and shall agree to enter at least three of the schiools
provided for by this Aet: Prorvided, however, That in special cases the
Chairman of the Faculty may, at Lis discretion, permit any applicant to
take less than three schools. The fees to be paid by each student shall be
as follows: If the student enters three schools or more, for each school
he shall pay twenty-five dollars per aunum; if the student enters two
schools oniy, for each school thirty-five dollars per annum ; if the student
enters only one school, fifty dollars per annum. The compensation for
room-rent, use of Library, and such damuages to the property of the
corporation as may be done by each student, shall be regulated by the
Board of Trustees. -

V. The Board of Trustees may, if it is deemed proper, give a license to
one or more persons learned in the Law, and one or mere Professors of
Medicine, to give instruction in their respective professions in the said
University, and assign to them, or any of them, a Lecture-room or Lec-
ture-rooms, in which, at times, and under terms and conditivons, and with
tuition fees preseribed by the said Board, they may respectively form
classes and deliver instructions in their respective professions ; and the
same license may, if deemed proper. by the said Board, be given to a
person or persons qualified fo instruet in any mechanical or practical
pursuit. None of the branches of instruetion provided for in this section
shall be considered as schools, or iueluded in the number necessary to_be
taken by any person before mutriculation.

VI. Lach Professor hereinbefore provided for shall be allowed to oceupy
a house belonging to the corporation, free of reat, and be entitled to
receive o salary of one thousand dollars, to be paid quarterly, in advance,
by the Treasurer of the State, and shall also be entitied to receive sucl,
tuition fees as may be paid by the students entering the school at the
head of which sach Professor may be.

VII. The Board of Trustees shall appoint & Librarian, who shall act as
Treasurer of the corporation and Becretary to the Faculty, and perform
such other duties and receive such salary as the Board of Trustecs mav
preseribe. E

VIII. The various Professors appointed to giveinstruction in the various
Schools provided fo. 1 this Act shall constitute a Board, to be called the
Taculty of the University of South Curolina, one of whom shall be chosen
by the Board of Trustees as Chairman of the said TFaeulty, who shall
perform the duties Leretofore imposed npon the President of the South
Carolina College, excapt where the same has Leen altered or modified by
this Act.

IX. That nine members of the Board of Trustees,

oceasional meeting thereof, shall constitute aogquornm for the transactlon
of any business which is entrusted to the said Board ;anG in ease of the
absence of the President of the Board at any meeting, the majority of
those present, provided there be a (uorum, may proceed to elect a Presi-
dent pro lempore.
X. That the Members of the General Assembly from each Election
District in this State, or a majority of them, are hereby authorized and
empowered, from time to time, to seleet one youth from each of their
respective Districts, who shall be received into this University, and be
allowed to matrienlate in this Institution, and enter anv three of the
Schools provided for in this Aet which may be selected h_{,— Lim, withont
any charge for tuition, room-rent, or use of the Library ; and each Pro-
fussor hereinbefore provided for shall he cleeted upon condition that Le
will give gratuitous instruction in his School to sueli of the said youths ns
may euter his School :  Provided, howerer, That no person receivin o the
benefit of this seetion shall be exempt from any charge which may he
made for damages done by Lim to the property of the corporation.

XI. That the Board of Trustees may, if decmed advisal le, cleet a Bur-
sar, who shall hold his office npon such terms and conditions, perform
such duties, and be entitled to receive sneh salary or compensation, as the
said Board may preseribe.
